Regardless of the comparatively small crowds 
before which the orchestra plays, its study of 
music is equally as sincere and serious as that of 
the Band. 

The semester division of study is observed; the 
first semester being devoted to the proper tech¬ 
nique and intonation of strings, while the second 
semester provides the welding together of string 
and brass to form the orchestra as a complete unit. 

The same method of progression is used to 
furnish appropriate music; first, exercises and 
ensemble music and finally, standard orchestra 
music is added to the repertoire. 


The orchestra furnished music for the plays 
given by the Struts and Frets Dramatic Club. Its 
services also added to various club and church 
programs presented throughout the year. 

Lack of material and proper balance of instru¬ 
mentation has made it impossible to obtain a 
larger orchestra than we have at the present time. 
It is the sincere aim of the instrumental depart¬ 
ment to increase the size of the orchestra without 
in any way decreasing the fine quality for which 
they have strived so earnestly. It is quite probable 
that in a few years this will be achieved because 
of the growing number of Junior High Orchestra 
players.

CATHEDRAL LATIN 39-0 


The new 1941 edition of the mighty Massillon 
Tigers opened their initial season under Coach 
"Bud” Houghton by squelching Weirton’s Red 
Riders to the tune of 6 to 0 before a record- 
breaking crowd of approximately 20,000 people. 
With Wcirton outweighing the Tigers almost 
twenty pounds to the man, the game was all the 
score implied—a fight to the bitter end. The two 
teams battled scoreless until the middle of the 
third quarter, with Weirton stopping all Massillon 
had to offer. Karl "Chub” Paulik then recovered 
a Red Rider fumble on the visitor’s 2 0 yard line, 
where "Pokey” Blunt advanced to the 18. Then 
Graber threw a pass to Fred Cardinal on the 8 
for a first down. On a spinner through tackle. 
Blunt drove across for the only touchdown of 
the game, making it Massillon’s thirty-fourth 
straight win.

MARBLEHEAD 28-6 

Before 18,000 cheering fans the Massillon Tigers 
came back for their second triumph of the season 
by defeating Marblehead 2 8-6. The Tigers scored 
in the first quarter on a blocked punt, recovered 
in the end zone by Dallas Power. Massillon’s 
scoring in the second quarter included a safety by 
Kanney and a touchdown by Graber, while Carey 
of Marblehead, astounded the fans by running 81 
yards on a kick-off just before the half ended. 
The score read, Massillon 14, Marblehead, 6. 
Toward the close of the third period, Bray inter¬ 
cepted a Marblehead pass and Blunt scored on one 
play, displaying some fine open field running. 
Adams converted. In the fourth quarter the 
Tigers marched 40 yards to a score, Blunt going 
over from the 23. Adams’ conversion was good, 
ending the game with another Tiger victory. 


The Tigers of Massillon took their third straight 
win of the season from the Cathedral Latin Lions 
on a wet and muddy field before 1 1,000 people.

The Tigers ripped easily through Steubenville's 
Big Reds before the year’s smallest crowd of 8 , 000 . 
The run-away started early with Blunt scoring 
and Adams converting. For the second tally. 
Blunt crossed from the six to end the quarter 13 
to 0 . Early in the second quarter, Adams crashed 
over and also converted. The next attack began 
on the Tigers’ 3 0 and ended with Cardinal sneak¬ 
ing through from the 5.

Both scores were made in the second 
period after Mansfield fought the Tigers to a 
standstill. Mansfield scored first with Doolittle 
snagging a pass from Kens on the Massillon 2 0 
and then slashing and dashing his way to glory 
and a touchdown. The infuriated Tigers, trailing 
for the first time this season, retaliated with a 
smashing, bone-crushing drive that started on their 
own 37 and ended with Adams scoring from the 
6 . The great Mansfield line withstood all the 
Tiger had to offer throughout the remainder of 
the game. 


After many arguments over a moving picture 
film which is still undeveloped, the Tigers lam¬ 
basted Warren's Presidents 21 to 0 . The game 
was played in the deep mud. The scoring started 
early when DeMando blocked a punt and Paulik 
recovered behind the line for a touchdown. Chuck 
Flolt carried the conversion across. Fred Blunt did 
it again midway in the second period when he 
electrified the 10,000 rain-soaked fans with an 8 0 
yard run behind beautiful interference.

Toledo Waite, rival since last year, fell prey to 
Massillon's sharpened claws before a crowd of 
10,000 people. The Tigers scored first with Adams 
carrying the mail, but Waite, with a flash of their 
old power, scored on a pass from Albright to 
Wright and then converted. Blunt roared down 
the field for 5 6 yards and a touchdown. The half 
ended with Massillon leading 12 to 7. The Tigers 
then started to score right and left, beginning with 
Holt’s 16 yard dash and Adams' conversion. 
Shortlv afterward Holt scored again by dashing 
5 1 vards for a tally. The Tigers’ next score came 
in the form of a pass from Adams to DeMando. 
Adams converted. Graber ended the scoring and 
the game by plunging over from the 6 and also 
crossing for the conversion. The score at the end 
of the game read Massillon, 3 9—Toledo Waite, ~ 7 . 
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YOUNGSTOWN EAST 39-12 

In their List appearance at their home field, the 
might}' Massillon Tigers crushed Youngstown 
Last 3 9-12 before 9,000 fans. It was the first day 
game for Massillon this year. The scoring started 
earl}' when Adams crashed through the Youngs¬ 
town line from his own 2 yard line. After inter¬ 
cepting an Oriental pass. Holt scored and Adams 
converted. Blunt raced 64 yards to score after 
another interception. Holt converted. The Tigers 
scored again on a pass from Graber to Cardinal.

The Washington High Tigers opened 
the 1941-42 basketball season by playing 
Akron Central on their home floor. The 
team was jittery until the last period 
when it employed the fast break to rack 
up 20 points, Bevan leading with 14. 
Score 47-30. 

The Tigers played their second game 
against Youngstown with DeMando lead¬ 
ing in scoring with 12 points. However, 
fast breaks by Buttermore and McDade 
accounted for many of the Tigers’ 48 
points to Youngstown’s 45. 

Buttermore set the pace for the Tigers 
in their third straight victory over New 
Philadelphia with 15 points. The Tigers' 
scoring and passing was evenly distrib¬ 
uted throughout the game. 

Akron North put the first defeat on 
the Tigers’ list. With superior height and 
ball-handling they overcame Alassillon s 
early lead to crush them 3 3-26. 

Massillon’s fifth win was over Alliance. 
The Tigers trailed by 14 points in the 3rd 
quarter and overcame that handicap to 
win 43-42. 

The Tigers played one charity game for 
the Red Cross against Cuyahoga Falls and 
won it 40-37. 

In a see-saw battle all the way with 
neither team giving more than a 5-point 
lead, Massillon downed East Liverpool 
44_41 with McDade leading the scoring 
with 16 points. 

In the fastest game of the season New¬ 
ark crushed the Tigers to the tune of 
49-35. The Tigers couldn’t stand up 
under the Wildcats’ back court pressure. 


With a fine passing team Akron St. 
Vincents got the jump on the Tigers and 
by capitalizing on foul shots in the last 
quarter edged the Tigers 44-43. 

The Tigers trailed the Akron South 
Cavaliers the entire game and dropped a 
41-38 decision. The defeat was the third 
straight for the Tigers. 

McKinley defeated the Tigers in their 
second appearance with us on our home 
court after a hard-fought battle.

Massillon passed the 50 point mark in 
scoring against Akron East when Harri¬ 
son led the victors with 9 points to a 
5 3-35 final score.

Akron East team 45-41. DeMando hit 
the hoop for 16 points. 

In the second game Massillon out- 
played Springfield Township 3 6-2 3. T is 
time McDade took scoring honors with 
16 points. 

In the quarter-finals Cuyahoga Falls 
eked out a victory over Massillon with a
